NEW PASSPORT RULINGS. 


OSEPH A. CONATY, immigration 

inspector in charge, yesterday 

received from the Department 
of State official notification that the 
new war-time passport regulations 
will go into effect and be enferced 
on and after the 15th inst. 

While in some instances the new 
regulations are more rigid than 
horetofore, provision has been 
made for proper travel to and from 
the United States by persons well 
disposed toward this country who 
have legitimate business in Mexico 
and have frequent occasion to cross 
the international border.
